Approximately 900 men 
are normally employed there. A $1,-

THE PARENT PROBLEM 
By Garry C. Myers, Ph. D. 


SCHOOLS NEGLECT FIELD 
The average college and univer­ 
sity hardly m akes itself felt In Its 
im m ediate c o m m u n i t y , except 
among the business m en to whom 
it brings trade, and th e 
citizens 
who find th eir property dam aged or 
th eir rights infringed upon by the 
; students. 
Oh, yes, m any of the 
townsmen do enjoy 
the 
athletic 
games and a few of the public lec­ 
tures put on by the educational in­ 
stitution. 
Also there are some day 
students from the town or city; and 
the various clubs draw on the facul­ 
ty occasionally for talent. 
B ut to scores and hundreds of 
adults in the comm unity, the col­ 
lege or university offers, with very 
few exceptions, no course 
a t 
all. 
O ften th e m ajority of the faculty 
look with contem pt upon such types 
of 
education. 
Curiously 
enough, 
some state universities which do a 
large extension service, 
offer 
no 
courses for aduts. on the campus. 
Think of all 
the 
small 
college 
towns with hundreds and hundreds 
of bright m en and women, especial­ 
ly women, who m ight be improving 
them selves through further direct­ 
ed study. 
These com m unities could 
be live centers of culture instead 


of graveyards for so m any m inds 
th a t are slowly dying from disuse. 
Who Will Start It? 
W ho will sta rt som ething in your 
college or university town? It would 
seem th a t the educational 
center 
m ight provide the leadership. 
But, 
alas, not m uch initiative in this di­ 
rection is to be expected from the 
campus. 
Maybe a few live citizens from 
the com m unity could take the in ­ 
itiative. Now and then there appears 
some leadership in a club th at is 
not shackled by tradition. If a few 
of such were to arouse themselves 
they 
m i g h t 
stir 
up 
sentim ent 
enough to make an effective appeal 
to the president of the college or 
university—and sometim es he can 
be reached, if at all, only through 
indirect contacts. 
Since this column is read in m any 
college and university centers, let 
me suggest th a t readers in such 
places appeal to th e editor of this 
paper to help stir up discussion and 
get action. W hy not write him your 
ideas at once? 
I would be glad to pass on in this 
column some accounts of the way 
in which a college or university has 
m ade itself felt effectively as an 
educational institution right in its 
own neighborhood.

the opinion of J. Vale Downie, dis­ 
trict director of district 14. 
In ex­ 
planation of some phases of the 
work Mr. Downie had the following 
to say today. 
The m ajor purpose of the pro­ 
gram of Adult Education and Recre­ 
ation has been to counteract some 
of the unfortunate psychological ef­ 
fects of the depression upon unem­ 
ployed men and women. 
Some of 
the worst effects of unemployment 
have been, at least, partly mitigated 
by education opportunities which 
have helped many men and women 
to regain their courage and self- 
respect. 
They have had an op­ 
portunity to broaden their under­ 
standing and skills so th a t they can 
adjust 
themselves 
better to new 
economic conditions and develop a 
healthy mental attitude toward life. 
Classes have been organized in 
practically any subject th at a stu­ 
dent may be interested in. under 
the 
general 
heading of 
literacy 
classes workers’ education, vocation­ 
al training, general adult educat­ 
io n , parent education and health 
education. 
District No. 14, under the general 
supervision of J. Vale Downie, dis­ 
trict director, comprising Lawrence, 
Beaver, Butler and Mercer coun­ 
ties, is operating seventy centers in 
Education and Recreation and more 
centers are being placed ir oper­ 
ation as the need develops. In these 
centers various classes arc being 
held, according to the type of com­ 
munity to be served. 
Nine In Beaver 
Beaver county is operating nine 
centers in education, located in Am- 
bridge, Beaver Falls, New Brigh­ 
ton, Rochester, 
Monaca, Aliquip- 
pa, 
Patterson 
Township, 
Baden 
and eBaver Boro. These centers are 
taught by fourteen men and th ir­ 
teen women. 
These classes in ed­ 
ucation were attended by an enroll­ 
ment ol 2085 men and women over 
sixteen years of age. 
The recreation program in this 
county is operating seven centers, 
located in Aliquippa, New Brighton. 
Rochester, 
Beaver Falls, Monaca, 
Ambridge and Patterson Township. 
These classes are being taught by 
six men and two women, and were 


attended by an enrollment of 1833 
men and women over sixteen years 
of age. 
Lawrence county is operating four 
centers in education, which is in 
turn conducting smaller units in 
communities in rather isolated sec­ 
tion.

When the cold mass has done all 
the damage it can in Canada it 
again starts looking for new field, 
and rushes right down the river 
valley to the north central states 
and then to various parts of

country.
